Last 
fall he was ill at Biarritz, 
France, 


but was reported to have recovered. 
He began to fail rapidly, however, 
about three weeks ago, and while his 
death was not unexpected, owing to 
his. advanced age and the recent fail- 
ing health, the crisis came suddenly. 


^Colonel Diaz, in announcing the 


death of his father, said .that he was 
unable to state the nature of 
the 


malady, but expressed the 
opinion 


that a complication of diseases due to 
advanced age was the cause. 


Two tragic circumstances marked 


the death of the exiled ruler. Owing 
to the troubled state in Mexico, it 
lias been judged impossible to send 
the body home with all that

mony which would have befitted one

Battle Ground, N. 0 . July 3—One 


hundred and thirty-five years after 
he led his command to victory over 
General Cornwallis' red coats at Guil- 
t'ord Court House, a monument was 
unveiled today on this famous battle- 
field in honor of the memory of Gen- 
eral Nathaniel Greene, 
who com- 


manded the Colonial forces in the 
South daring the hitter part of the 
American Revolution. 
1: was in this 


vicinity that the battle was fought 
on March 13, 17S1. which resulted 
in such heavy losses to Cornwallis. 
the British leader, that he was forc- 
ed to retreat to "Wilmington, N. C. 


Troops from the colonies of Rhode 


Island, Delaware, Mao-land. Virgin- 
ia. North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina took part in the battle and to- 
day's exercises provided for the par- 
ticipation of repress math es of these 
states, including se\cral governors. 
Both state and federal troops par- 
ticipated, among them the Kentish 
Guards, of Greenwiih.

which General Greene was a charter 
member. 


The monument was erected with 


funds appropriated by Congress in 
February. 1311 and its dedication is 
the culmriation of a movement be- 
gun more than 20 \tars ago to hon- 
or ihis revolutionary hero. The bill, 
for the appropriation tirst was in- 
troduced iu congress more than a 
score of years ago and was reintro- 
duced at every subsequent session 
until its final passage.

During the hitter part of the Ameri- 
can colonies' struggle for independ- 
ance General Greene won many vic- 
tories over the British forces in the 
Carolinas with me aid of Generals 
Marion, Sumter and Pickens.

after these re\ei-es that Cornwallis 
decided to transfer his activities to 
.Virginia. 
The iv-ult was his surren- 


der at Yorktowh 
on 
Ocrobcr 
19, 


1781, which virtually ended the war.
